We exa*>inod one of tlie Covernurs of the House of Industry and some of their Officers. The 
Accctiintains pre.senled to us the following Statement, which we subjoin. 

The House of Industry was established in the year 1773, for the reception of the Poor of all 
ages and descriptions who might apply for, or be deemed worthy of admission. 

In the year i8i(5, ilte Establishment being found totally inadequate to afford accommodation 
for ibe numbers resorting to it, indiscriminate admission was found impnicticable, and it became 
necessary to decide which of llie numerous classes then on the Establishment appeared to be most 
in the 'conlem[)Uitioii of the Legislature, and to determine by what system of management llie 
greatest ijuuntity of poverty and misery might be relieved, and the Institution rendered most 
serviceable to the Public. 

This interesting subject having 'leeii submitted by the Governors to the Lurd Lieutenant, His 
Fxcellency was pleased to notify his opinion in a most able communication from Mr. Secretary 
Peel and it was in consequence determined that the Institution should be a,ppropriated to the 
reception of the following Classes ; viz. 

1st. The Infirm and Aged, or as the Act of Parliament designates them, Helpless Men and 
Women. 



ond. The Sick Inbouiing under acute and chronic Diseases. 

3rd. Orphan Children.— This Class has increased considerably, from the number of 
Children left destitute by the death of their Parents m Fever; and 



4th. Idiots and Lunatics ; this Class being considered most helpless, and the most dangerous 
description of Vagrants, if permitted to be at large. 

The Poor capable of labour having an inferior c!..im to any of the foregoing Classes have 
latter!, not been admitted i and tew oftl.at deacription, eacept llmae who are employed a. Nar.e, 
.eel Servanta in tire sundry Departments, remain iii the Estalillshment. 

In pnrsnance of these lleEnlations, the Governors hn.e framed their Estimate for the two last 
years and llio Grants have been made specifieally for those Classes.

BY the additional Rent, these House- Plots and Houses, which, to prevent their being let run to 
ruio, a inode was struck out by the late master, Simon Neivport : The Tenant to pay, on each 
renewal, one shilling in the pound rise, if renewed within 14 years; if 20 elapsed of the old lease, 
to pay two shillings in the pound ; if 25 elapsed, to pay tliree shillings in the pound rise on the 
rent, and if more elapsed, not to renew ; and also to pay one, two, or tliree years 6ne on each 
renewal : by which means the Charity has rose greatly, besides all the fines, and still must a great 
deal more in future, ami preserve the buildings and beauty of the City. 

Prior’s Knock has not been renewed, but re-set by public auction, being outside the City; and a 
large tract of ground, divided by Simon Newport into lots. 

There is a House in Barron Strand-street (this City), and an acre of ground at Dunkitt, which 
I cannot find out or recover; in the course of time the House may be found : it is, 1 think, in the 
possession of Tliomas Judkin Fitzgerald, esquire, as heir to Jolin Lapp Judkin, who is a son to 
Jolin Lapp, esquire, formerly Master to this Hospital, who died suddenly, and left John Lapp 
Judkin a minor.

PARTICULARS of ESTATES, FUNDS, and PROPERTIES : 



THE only personal Property vested in tlie Governors is one Bond of ilie late Sir Henry Ilarlstonge, 
bail, for £. 300, the Interest of whicii is regularly paid and accounted for annually by the Treasurer. 

In addition to this, the only permanent and cercain Income of the Hospital is the sum of £.07 
a year, payable by His Majesty’s Treasury, pursuant to Act of Parliament. 

The Income arising from Subscriptions, Donations, and Grand Jury Presentments, also for the 
admission of Patients, (some of whom are by a Bye-rule of lire Hospital required to pay twenty 
shillings on admission,) is variable and uncertain. The amount of the present year is set forth in 
the foregoing Account. 

There is no Land or Leasehold Property whatever belonging to this Hospital, e.xcept the site 
whereon it stands, and a Yard in front of it, between it and the Streets. These were formerly 
part of the Fortifications of the City of Limerick, were more lately used as a Barrack, and were 
procured from the Ordnunce Board by the late Sir Henry and Lady Ilartstonge, for the purpose 
to which they are now converted. 

One quarter of an ucre and ten perches, by a Lease from the Representatives of the late Amos 
Vereker,esq. dated lotli of August 1814, taken by the present Treasurer in trust for the Governors 
of. the Hospital. 

The present Treasurer has also taken, in the year 1817, in trust for the Governors, another plot 
of Ground, about half an acre, with two old Houses thereon, which have been converted into con- 
valescent Wards for Fever Patients ; tliis Ground is in the rear of the Hospital, and was also a part 
of the Fortifications; it was held by a Lease from the Rev. II. T. Ingram to Thomas Yokes, for 
21)0 years, at the yearly rent of £. 15. The Governors gave Yokes £.73 for his Interest, and he 
has assigned his Lease to them. 

Also a Bequest of the late Jliss White, ofi.so a year, for 50 years, which has been paid up to 
23d May 1817.

The EsiMishmat of the Linen Board being regulated by Parliament, Salaries or Allowances 
to Officers, nnsanclioned by or repugnant to the Legislative provisions, we ol course disallow. 

Under a strict construction of the Acts, we arc perhaps eeiisurahle in allowing one hundred 
pounds to a Chemist, and one hundred pounils to an .Architect, for their annual Services, as being 
unauthorized Salaries, but considering these Persons as profe.-sional men or tradesmen whoso 
occasional assistance the Trustees deemed necessary, and whose Services most be paid for when 
reouired, we conceived we were warranted in allowing the .Sums parti to the Chemist and 
Architect, as perhaps a cheaper mode of roiimnernting them than by commuted Allowances for 
their Service.^.

THE Corporation of the City of Dublin-has been for many ages seised and possessed of a 
Watercourse from tlie River Dodder. Its ancient Rights thereto were recognized by the Irish 
Statutes of the 6th of Geo. I. chapter 16, and the 15th and iCtli of Geo. III. chapter 24, aad 
by subsequent Acts of Parliament. It constructed a Basin or Reservoir, and other Works, at 
periods now remote, for supplying the Inhabitants of Dublin with ^Vater. It was stated by the 
Engineer of the Corporation, that so early as the beginning of the fourteenth century there were 
two public Pipes for that purpose ; one at the Corn Market, and die other called the High Pipe, 
near Michael's Church, in High-street; which, as he represents, could not have been erected, if 
Maini or Service Pipes had not been previously laid. The Pipe in Higli-strcct, called the High 
Pipe, is noticed in Hollingstied, in page 23 of the Description of Ireland, in his Chronicle, which 
description was written by Stanihurst, who lived in the Reign of Edward VI. and is there said to 
have been erected in 1308, by John Le Decer, who was Chief Magistrate, and the Fint Provost 
of Dublin in that year. 

The Corporation having, at great Expenses incurred in a long course of years, provided a con- 
siderable Supply of Water, and its right of property in its Watercourse, Reservoir and Water- 
works being incontestible, before the year 1777 supplied such of the richer Citizens widi Water as 
chose to purchase it at certain moderate prices ; but no Inhabitants before that period being 
obliged to purchase, most did not, some did. Scarcely one in ten, however, as the Engineer of the 
Corporation statss, would incur the trifling Expense of taking a Branch and paying for it. There 
being no obligation to contract with die Corporation, its Revenue or Rents for Water, previous to 
1777, must have been small, uncertain and precarious. The supply of the City with Water appears 
to have been originally undertaken, and continued by the Corporation, until 1777 « R sense of 
civic duty ; any return in the way of Rent, until then, being far short of its Expenditure. 

In 1776, the Irish Legislature, strongly feeling that an ample supply ofpure Water would tend to 
the health, safety and convenience of the Inhabitants of Dublin, and finding the Corporation then 
possessed of Waterworks capable of furnishing a considerable, though not a sufficient supply of 
Water, by their Act of the 15th and 16th of Geo. III. chapter 24, after reciting, that 
Water had not of late been sufficiendy supplied to the Inhabitants of Dublin, occasioned by the 
great increase of their numbers, and the insiiffitiencii of the Works formerly constructed, to supply such 
a number, and that it would tend to the health, safety and convenience of the InhabitanU of the 
City, if they should be obliged to take a leaden Branch from the ^Valer Mains, to supply their 
respective Houses, Enacted, That to enable the Corporation of Dublin to effect the purpose of 
procuring for die Inhabitants a regular, sufficient and constant supply ofpure Water, every Houm- 
keeper or Occupier in Dublin should be obliged; from and after the 25th of March to provide

a Branch or Leaden Pipe, to convey Water from tlie several Mains then laid or thereafter to bo laid 
br tlie Coq)oration, paying certain Annual Rates or Rents, expressed in the Act, to tlic Corpora- 
tion, for each House ; and the Corporation was empowered to borrow' Money by Mortgage of the 
Rates or Rents granted by the Act, /or the purposes of the Act ■, viz. for making new Mains of 
larger dimensions, and extending its Works. 

A subsequent Act of the Irish Parliament (the 19th and 20th of Geo. Ill, cliap. 13) and an 
Act of the United Parliament of the 42d Geo. Ill, chap. 92, explain, amend, alter and extend 
the Powers given by the Act of the 15th and 16th of the King, chap. 24, but in no respect alter 
the great purposes, principles or objects of that Act. 

In the course of ages, as we have observed, considerable Expenses were incurred by tbe Corpo- 
ration of Dublin for the purpose of supplying the Citizens with Water. Gratuitous Donations of it 
seem to have been given in 1308. Contracts at certain moderate prices were made with some of 
tbe rich for their supply, if not at so early a period as 1 308, yet long before and til) the year 1 777. 
On an account of Profit and Loss (presuming that the Coi-poration was under no civic obligation 
of supplying any inhabitant of Dublin gratuitously witli Water) what might be the amount of 
absolute Loss on those dealings, for centuries before the 25th ofMavch 1777, we cannot conjecture, 
and we will venture to assert it is now impossible to ascertain. 

The Legislature, in 1770, relieved the Corporation for all times to come from the burthen it 
had theretofore sustained ; the Rates or Rents granted to commence from the 25th March 1777, 
are clearly for prospective services, and not as remuneration for past. 

We have attentively read the several Pipe Water Acts hereinbefore mentioned, and cannot 
discover any power given to the Corporation to borrow Money on tlie Pipe Water Rates or Rents, 
for the purpose of reimbursing it for its Expenditures on its several Works prior to the 25th 
March 1777, and no particular Profits or Profit Rents are stipulated for the Corporation in any 
Act of Parliament ; but its Watercourse, Reservoir, and Waterworks existing before 1777 being 
its private estate, if any Surplus of the Pipe Water Rates or Rents granted by Parliament re- 
mained after effecting the purposes of the Pipe Water Acts viz. the procuring the Inhabitants 
of Dublin a regular, sufficient and constant supply of Water, making new Mains of larger 
dimensions, extending its Works, and paying the Interest of all Monies to be borrowed for these 
purposes, such Surplus, if any, was indisputably the property of the Corporation, to be disposed 
of at its pleasure. 

Immediately, or very soon after, the first Pipe Water Act, commencing in March 1777, became 
productive of Revenue, the Corporation assumed a power of applying bo its use, or adding to 
the Rents of its private Estates, not merely such Surplus, if any, that might remain after eifecting 
the objects of tlie Act of tlie istli and i6tli of the King, but appropriated a specific Sum of one 
thousand five hundred pounds per annum to its own use, or in aid of tlic Revenues of its Estates, 
not for Expeases incurred by it subsequent to that Act, but as a remuneration for alleged Expen- 
diture for ages before the passing that Act, as appears by an Extract which has been furnished 
to us from the Pipe Water Accounts, dated i8th January 1779, in the following words : “ Your 
“ Committee came to a Resolution, tliotfor the future no part of tlie Pipe Water Revenue, or 
“ any Money borrowed for the Works, be appropriated to any other use save the several uses of 
“ carrying on their Works, paying their Officers, &c. until they have discharged the several Sums 
“ borrowed on that Credit, except the Sum of one thousand five hundred pounds annually, to 
” be paid to tlie City Treasurer for tlie use of the City, in part Coinpensalion for tbe several 
“ Sums expended by them previous to the Jate Account, upon the said Works.” 

In pursuance of this Resolution of its Committee long previous to the Metal Main Act, it 
charged the Pipe Water Rates from’their commencement on the 25th of March 1777 to the 
25th of March 1809, a period of thirty-two years, with one .thousand five hundred pounds per 
annum, and no annual Surplus of Pipe Water Rents existing to pay such a Sum, it applied Monies 
from time to time, borrowed under colour of the purposes of tlie Act of the 15th and ifibh of 
the King, to pay up this one thousand five hundred pounds a year voted to itself by itself, and 
unsanctioned by any previous stipulation or bargain, or by any legislative enactment. It drew 
this one thousand five hundred pounds a year partly from the Pipe Water Rates or Rents, but 
principally from the Monies borrowed on the security of those Rates; viz. one thousand five 
hundred pounds for the first fourteen consecutive years from Marcli 1777 to March 1791, except 
in the year 1 783, when it drew only nine hundred and eighteen pounds, making an aggregate 
Sum of twenty thousand four hundred and eighteen pounds. In 1797, it drew for its private 
purposes four thousand and seventy-three pounds ; in 1800, four thousand pounds; and in 1809, 
out of Monies then recently borrowed, of which nineteen thousand one hundred pounds was 
avowedly not for the objects of the Pipe Water Acts, but to pay itself an alleged Arrear of Rent) 
nineteen thousand one hundred pounds, making togetlier, forty-seven thousand five hundred and 
ninety-one pounds. 

Supposing, 
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Supposing, but not allowing, that it was entitled to draw one thousand five hundred pounds 
annually, for thirty-two years, this Sum voted to itaelf as its Rent, would amount to forty-eight 
thousand poumls to and for the 25th of March 1809; and tlie Sums it appropriated to its use 
being forty-seven thousand five hundred and ninety-one pounds, if its Claim was just, there was 
only a deficit of four hundred and nine pounds up to that day ; but by an Account or Statement 
sent to us, by claiming Interest on Arrears of Rent from the days it became due until the day it 
was paid, a Claim illegal, novel and unsupportable, it makes its deficit or arrear of Rent by 
Interest so charged, thirteen thousand one hundred and sixty-one pounds, instead of four hundred 
and nine pounds, the real deficit, if any such Rent was its right. 

Prior to the passing of the Metal Main Act, on the 20th of May 1 809 (the 49th of the King, 
chap. 80) intituled, “ An Act for the better supplying the City ofDublin with Water,” the AccounU 
of the Corporation were not subject to our Audit, nor submitted to the Lord Lieutenant, the 
Executive Government, or Parliament. Nor would we have thought it our duty to comment on 
the Acts of the Corporation prior to the 2oth of May i8og, did we not fcul it necessaiy to do so 
to explain the principles by which we feel ourselves bound to disallow Claims for Credits iu the 
several Accounts of the Expenditures of the Corporation under the several Pipe Water Acts and 
the Metal Main Act, which have been all lately referred to us by His Excellency tlic Lord 
Lieutenant, and on which wc now report. 

With respect to matters previous to the 49th of the King, we conceive that under tlie Act we 
cannot notu impeach tlie annual appropriation of one thousand five hundred pounds made by the 
Corporation for thirty-two years previous to the passing of it, or take upon us to determine 
whether the parts of the Monies borrowed prior to that period for paying that one thousand five 
hundred pounds a year were or were not borrowed pursuant to the provisions of Parliament, 
inasmuch as the Act of the 49th of the King recognizes the whole Debt of sixty-seven thousand 
eight hundred pounds contracted before the passing of that Act ; but we consider it our duty, since 
the passing of that Act, not to sanction subsequent illegal appropriations of Money merely because 
such appropriations were arbitrarily made by the Corporation before the passing that Act, and 
before the Corporation Accounts were subjected to any control, and much less when such 
appropriations arc not only continued but considerably increased, without any fair pretence or 
colour, since the passing of the Act of 1 809, which subjects these Expenditures of the Corporation 
to Public control. 

The Act of the 49th of the King, chap. 80, for the better supplying the City ofDublin witJi 
Water, commonly called the Metal Main Act, o/2er reciting, in the Preamble, tliat by the Irish Acts 
of 15th and 16th of Geo. Ill, chap. 34, and igtJi and eotli of Geo. Ill, chap. 13, and by one 
other Act of the 43d of the King, chap. 92, certain Rales and Powers were given to the Corpora- 
tion of Dubbu for effecting the several purposes by tliese Acts intended ; and after also reciting, 
that it was expedient to secure a more ample and permanent supply of Water to the Inhabitants 
of Dublin, and to prevent the frequent breaking up of the Pavement of the Streets of that City 
for repairing the Pipe Water Works thereof, that divers considerable expensive and permanent 
alterations and improvements should be made in said Works, by making additional Reservoirs, 
and by substituting Cast-Iron or Metal Main and Service Pipes instead of Timber Pipes then in 
use ; and after further reciting, that the Rates tlien payable for the sale of Water in the said City 
were wholly insufficient to defray the Expense of such new and necessary Works, Enacted, That 
from and after the passing of the Act, and during tlie continuance thereof, the Corporation of 
Dublin should be empowered to take certain new Rates in the Acts specified, from, the Owners of 
all Dwelling-houses in the City over and above all Rates or Rents then payable for a supply of 
Pipe Water, under the three Acts recited, or any of them. 

By the uth and 12th Sections of the 49th of tlie King, the Corporation was empowered to 
borrow at Interest, upon the joint Credit of the Rates or Rents granted by the three recited Acts, 
(viz. the Rates or Rente granted by the Acts called the Pipe Water Acte) and of the new Rates 
granted by the 49th of the King (called the Metal Main Act) at different periods mentioned in 
that Act, several Sums of Money, not exceeding in the whole thirty-two thousand two hundred 
pounds, for the purpose of making tlie Reservoirs and laying the Cast-Iron or Metal Mains in that 
Act mentioned ; and by the 1 3th Section of the Act, after reciting, that there was then a Debt of 
sixty-seven thousand eight hundred pounds secured by the Rates or Kents granted by the pre- 
viously recited Acts of Parliament, (viz. the Pipe Water Acte) and tliat it was expedient to provide 
a Fund for redeeming and discharging the same, (viz. the said sixty-seven thousand eight hun- 
dred pounds) and all such further Sum and Sums of Money as should and might thereafter be 
borrowed (viz. the thirty-two thousand two hundred pounds) under the provisions of that 
(viz. the Metal Main) Act, on the Credit of the Pipe Waterworks, it was Enacted, That the 
Treasurer of the Corporation of Dublin for the time being should annually retain out of the 
Rates or Rents granted by the Metal Main Act, the Sum of two thousand pounds, together with 
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anch Sum and Sums of Money as should be equal to the Interest payable on all such Sum or 
Sums of Money as should thereafter be borrowed under the provisions of the Metal Mam Act, (via. 
thirty-two thousand two hundred pounds), which Sum or Sums of Money so to be retained by the 
City Treasurer, should be appropriated and applied us a Sinking h mid, to pay 0 and discharg^ 
the said Sum of sixty-seven thousand eight hundred pounds, (viz. the Pipe Water Debt hen due), 
and the Money to be tl.creafter borrmved (viz. the thirty-two thousand two hundred pounds,) 
under the provisions of the Metal Main .-Vet; and that these Sums so retamod by the City Treasurer 
should be from time to time laid out by him in purchasing in the Securities granted or passed for 
such Debt and Debts ; and that the said Treasurer should also from time to time retain ami keep 
all such Interest Monies as should become due and mving upon all such Securities, Sum and Sums 
of Money as he should from time to time so purehasc in or pay off and discharge, ami apply the 
«ame from time to time to the further aid of the said Sinking Fund, in the same manner as the 
Sura of two thousand pounds per annum, the first Sum provided for said Sinking Fund. 



Bv the uth Section of the Act of the 49 tli of the King, tlie Rates thereby granted are declared 
to be only for the objects expressed in that Section, and that these Hates are not to be subject to 
any Deduction or Centage whatsoever, save for collecting the same, and that they are not to be 
deemed or taken as Rates or Rents for supplying the Inhabitants of Dublin with Pipe Water, or 
for the Sale thereof; and the Treasurer of the City is required hy the same Section, fo keep distinct^ 
and separate Accounts ojihe Rates thereby granted, and to p.ay ami apply tlm same 11. payment ot 
Interest in laying down Metal Main and Service Pipes, and making additional Alterations and 
Improvements in these Works. With respect to keeping the separate Accounts so directed ot the 
Metal Main Rates, the late Treasurer of the Corporation 1 ms not complied with tins Requisition tor 
the first series of five years, the Pipe Water and Metal Main Accounts being blended. 



By the 15th Section of the Act, the Corporation was required once in every year to furnish the 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, to be laid before Parliament, with a distinct Account of all Monies 
received under that (the Metal Main) Act, ami also under the recited (Pipe Water) Acts, arid of 
tlie manner and way in which the same had been expended or received. From the passing ot the 
Act in i8og, until lately, as we presume, no such Account as directed by this Section was laid 
before the Lord Lieutenant by the Corporation, for eight years ; as on the 1 8th day of July last, 
we were for the first time apprised that eight Accounts were laid before His Excellency, which 
were all transmitted to us by him at the same time, viz. on the said 18th of July 1818, for our 
Audit and Report. We were not able to investigate them immediately, being obi iged to send them 
to be authenticated as the Accounts of the Corporation, by its affixing to them its City Seal ; and 
they were not returned to us so autlienticated till the j)th day of November last. 



The 16th Section of the Act directs, that if there should be any Surpltis of Money received by the 
Corporation, under either the Metal Main Act or the Pipe Water Acts, more, than should be duly 
expended far the objects and purposes directed by these Ads, that as often as the same should exceed 
five liundred pounds, tliat suefc Excess should be added to the Sinking Fund, and to the three Sources 
before provided in the 13th Section of the Act. This Source of aiding the Sinking Fund, forming 
u fourth Source, was only contingent, but the three others were certain. 

Thci7tli Section directs that the Metal Main Rates should stand Security for the. Principal 
and Interest Monies theretofore borrowed by the Corporation on the Credit of the Pipe Water- 
works of the City. 

The 21st Section declares, that the Pipe Water Acts recited are not repealed by the Metal 
Main Act ; and the 2cd Section enacts, that the Metal Main Act shall continue in force until the 
Sunm of sixty-seven thousand eight hundred pounds theretofore borrowed on the Credit and under 
the Powers of the Pipe Water Acts, and thirty-two thousand two hundred pound.s permitted to be 
borrowed by Uie Metal Main Act, were both discharged by means of the Sinking Fund provided 
for the purpose, and no longer. 

There are /our distinct heads of provision to form the Sinking Fund to extinguish the Pipe 
Water Debt of sixty-seven thousand eight hundred pounds, due on the passing the Metal Main 
Act the 49th of the King, and the Debt of thirty-two thousand two hundred pounds permitted to 
be created, and since created under the Powers of that Act, and making together one hundred 
thousand pounds. TAree of these heads ARE certain in their effects as to the time of extinguishing 
these Debts ; and if these alone were applied for the purpose, the time of extinguishment is precisely 
Ascertainable. One, the fonrtli head, is contingent. 



The First, by Section 13th of Act.

Tho Amount of tl.o lutorost of every Sum or Sum. of Money peid olT from lime to time Ii, tl.o 
openitnm of tl.c Sinkmg Fond, until the whole of the old Debt of .ixty-seven thousniid eiBhrium- 
dred pounds, and the new Debt of thirty-two thousand two hundred pounds, (one hundred thou -iiud 
pounds in the whole was extinguished.) 

The Fourth, by the i6th Section. 

The Surpluses/' there thnuU he any Surplus,) of the several Sum or Suras of Money to be received 
by the Corporation of Dublin under the Metal Main Act, or the several Pipe rVater Acts, more 
than should bo duly expended by the Corporation for the objects of these several Acts, as tlie same 
should exceed the Sum of five hundred pounds, such Excess from time to time to be also added to 
the Sinking Fund. 

This last or fourth source for extinguishing the old and new Debts is contingent ; and it is highly 
probable the Legislature did not expect that the Sinkmg Fund should ever receive any aid from if. 
The aid was to be given only on a contingency, which the Legislature does not appear to desire, 
viz. that there should be any Surplus whatever, of either the Pipe Water Hates or Kents, or the 
Metal Main Rates or Rents, that ought or could be expended on Works, remaining unexpended 
on Works ; but merely to spur the Corporation to lay out all Rates or Rents (except such parts •>- 
were specifically appropriated to form a Sinking Fund,) on the objects of the several Pipe WaUr 
AcUand the Metal Main Act, viz. the procuring an ample supply of Water for the Inhabitants of 
Dublin, and effecting the several Works necessary for the puqiose. 

^ The Legislature will be however astonished to find, that the reason of the Sinking Fund not being 
aided by the fourth or contingent source, has not arisen from the operation of these causes, but 
from the special care the Corporation has taken that there should be no redundancy to aid that 
Fund, by its diverting a great proportion of the Revenues grouted for special purposes to its own 
use, and to objects unconnected with those special purposes. 

Had the joint Pipe Water and Metal Main Revenues been duly administered since l8og, the 
gfeat Pipe Water Debt would liave been extinguished in seventeen years. Works perfect and 
permanent would have been constructed, and in the place of Maims formed of Timber liable to 
decay, subject to the necessity of frequent renewals and constant and expensive Repairs, durable 
Metal Mains would have been hud down, scarcely liable to any decay, and from the nature of tlie 
Materials of which they were constructed, requiring but little and unexpensive Repairs. The Pipe 
Water Rents at the expiration of the Metal Main Act, unincumbered with Debts, and liable to so 
much less annual Churge for creating'new and sustaining old Works, would have afforded a certain 
Surplus, in all probability a large one, every year, fairly applicable to tlie uses of the Cor- 
poration. 

But the prospect of such remote advantages, however certain, was not .alone deemed to be sufli- 
cient by the Corporation of Dublin; and its permanent Pipe Water Trust Rkvbnuis, being 
quite insufficient for additional purposes, it hastened to avail itself of the great additional 
TEMPORARY Trust REVENUES placcd at its disposal by the Metal Main Act. It immediately 
increased the Rent or Tribute from the Inhabitants of Dublin, which it had voted to iiseif early in 
’ 779 j from one thousand five hundred pounds a year to two thousand five hundred pounds per 
annum ; it also increased the appointments of several of its Officers out of these Revenues ; and 
the better to effect the payment of these Charges, and to continue as long as possible the Metal 
Main Act, which was not to terminate till, by tlie operation of a Sinking Fund, one hundred 
thousand pounds was paid off, it not only did not aid that Sinking Fund by the fourth contingent 
source before mentioned, but did not even apply the whole of the three certain sources which were 
to effect the extinguishment of this Debt ; for the Sum or Sums equal to die Interest of the Sum or 
Sums of Money permitted to be borrowed by tlie Metal Main Act, and directed by that Act to be 
retained by the City Treasurer to aid the Sinking Fund, was never retained by him, or applied in 
aid of that Fund, nor was any Sum of Money whatever applied to the extinguishment of the Debts 
for the first two years after passing the Metal Main Act. 

We have disallowed in these Accounts all appropriations of tlie Rates or Rents granted by the 
several AcU of Parliament, except such as bear on tlie objects for which they were particularly 
granted. As tliere was no Surplus of Pipe Water Rents during tlie period of these Accounts 
492. T t available 
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available to the Corporatioa to dispose of 0.. its private objects, ,ve have d, sallowed the several 
Sums in all the Account for which it claims Credit as its Rent, increased, ns we Imve menttoned, 
from one thousand five hundred pounds to two thousand five hundred pounds per annum, since the 
passing of the Metal Main Act. 

It was oivenin Evidence to us, that the Lord Mayor and Treasurer received a Poundage of five 
nor cent for time immemorial on all Sums, which was equally divided between them. Shortly after 
tiie passing the Statute of the 49th Goo. III., by Act of Corporation Assembly for the purpose .as 
capresslystatedofincreasing the City Revenues, and iesseijragExponscs, the Ilcpoit of its Com- 
initteefor eflecting these purposes, made in thefollowing words, was adopted: 

« Your Committee are of opinion, that it would be much for the advantage of the Corpo- 
“ ration to pay tlie Lord Mayor the 9 um of one thousand pounds, and the City Ireasuvcv the 
“ Sum of one tliousand pounds annually, to be charged propovtionubly on the City and Pipe Water 
“ Funds, as Salaries, in lieu of any Claim hereafter to be made for Poundage or Agency ; that 
“ Sum appearing less than tlie Sum.s paid to them for Poundage on the average of the last tour 
‘‘ years which Report was made an Act of Assembly. 

lU- the special provisions of the 49 Oeo.III, section 14, tlie Rates ov Rents thereby granted 
arc iiot subject to any Deduction or Per Centage whatsoever, save for collecting the same ; and 
the Sum of thirty-two thousand two hundred pounds, permitted to be borrowed by that Act, 
being strictly appropriated, no Poundage ought to have been taken out ef these Rate.s or Rents, 
or the Monies borrowed under that Act. The Pipe Water Revenues never, in any of the eight 
years on which we are now reporting, much exceeded twelve thousand pounds, the Poundage 
on which at the most would be little more than six liundretl pounds ; the substitution of a Salary 
of one thousand pounds, on a principle of economy, is therefore perfectly inadmissible. It may, 
however, here be remarked, tliat the language of the Order Is, that a Salary m lieu of Poundage 
should be proportionably charged. on the City Funds and Pinii: Water Funds; 

but we find, that in fact the Salary has been charged pauALLY on both Funds, tlimigh the City 
private Funds must be considerably greater than the Pipe Water, for two thousmid pounds per 
amium, granted on the two Revenues as a matter of economy, could not have had any saving 
effect, if the joint Revenues had not amounted to more than forty thonaaml pounds a year ; anil 
we know, from Documents furnished to us, that the Pipe Water Revenues have never (np to tlie 
period of September 1809) exceeded twelve thousand pounds per annum ; we have considered it 
therefore as fair, to put tliis economy out of tpiestion, and to allow the Accountants the full 
ancient Poundage, as annually received from the Pipe Water Revenues. In conforniity to this 
principle, we have disallowed, in each Account, the diftercnce between five per cent. Poundage 
and tlie Sum taken Credit for as a Commutation tlicreof. 



For the first three years, after passing the Metal Main Act in 1809, this Pouiulagc, or com- 
muted Salary granted in lieu of Poundage, appeared to the Corporation sutficient Remuneration 
for llie BOrvicft of its Treasurer. In 1813, however, it thought proper to grant him, by Act of 
Assembly, an additional Salary, os an Accountanty of three hundred pounds per annum, which was 
then voted to him to be paid from the commencement of the Act ; this additional Salary was paid 
until September 1815, but has been ever since discontinued. From the Corporation’s abandoning 
this Charge in the several years Accounts subsequent to 1S15, it appears to have been at length 
sensible that it was such a Charge as could not be supported. Wc have disallowed these Charges 
in the Accounts in which they occur, being iieitlier moderate, reasonable or indispensable to the 
execution of the Metal Main Works ; the principles which have governed us, in allowing certain 
small additional Salaries to sundry Persons employed in these Works, or whose Services were 
actually necessary for their execution. 

We have allowed, under the Metal M«iin Act, for collecting the Rates or Rents thereby 
granted, for the eight years Accounts on which we report, several Sums of Money, amounting to 
four tliousand and sixty-six pounds thirteen shillings and sixpence, as these Rates are made 
subject to Charges for Collection by the 14th Section of that Act. 

By the Metal Main Act considerable additional Works were to be executed, the annual Ex- 
{lense of Labour was of course greatly increased. Moderate additional Salaries appear to have 
been given to the Engineer, to two Overseers of Works, to the Storekeeper and two Inspectors 
of Turncocks, Persons immediately connected with the execution or superintendence of Works : 
we have, therefore, allowed these increased Salaries, and a commuted Allowance or Salary of 
two hundred pounds per annum to the Town Clerks, in lieu of 'thcir professional Fees or Charges, 
lor their Services rendered in the execution of the Pipe Water and Metal Main Acts; as it 
appeared to us, that their average Remunerations for certain Services under the Pipe Water 
Acts alone amounted to one hundred and fifty-eight pounds seven shillings and seven-pence ; 
and it was given in Evidence to us, that the difference between that Sum and two hundred pounds 
per annum, was far short of what ought to liave been paid for the additional and indispensable 
Services of those Officers under tlie Metal Main Act. 

The 
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^10 appropriation of tlie Metal Main Revenue, especially by the 14th Soctioit of the Act. 
being very strict, we doubted our powers of allowing the foregoing increased Salaries and com- 
muted Salary, and thought it right to consult the Attorney General on the subject, who was of 
opinion, that though “ we are only authorized to allow Credit for the Balance of the Rates and 

Rent! specilied in the Act of Parliament for Expenditures in laying down Metal Maius and 
“ Service Pipes, or making the additional Alterations and Improvements in the Works referred 

“ to in the Act, exclusively of the Collection of the Rates and Rents, yet, that it is his opinion. 

“ that the Acts and Services of all Persons necessarily employed in or about the doing of tliosc 

Acts, to the execution of which the Rate.s are appropriated, and without which Acts and Ser- 
“ vices the purposes of the Act either could not be executed or properly executed, must !),• 
“ reasonably remunerated and allowed for, as part of the necessary Expenditure under the Act : 
“ and tliat, therefore, if tlie Duties and Services rendered, were such as must necessarily have 
» been performed by some Person, in order to a due execution of the Works to be executed 
“ under the Act ot Parliament, that a Compensation for these Services, if moderate and reii- 

“ sonable, ought to be allowed by us, but if otherwise, not.” 

Credits are given in the Accounts terminating September 1816 and 1817, for Balances of 
Interest in an Account current between the Corporation and its Treasurer, ivhich we consider 
inapplicable to the Accounts, .and have therefore struck them out. 

It appears to us, that the three ascertained sources of extinguisliing the Pipe Water and Metal 
Main Debts, from the commencement of the Account, for tho first five years, terminating thtj 
u8th of September 1814, ought to have reduced the Debt from one hundred thousand pounds to 
eighty thousand eight hundred pounds, as appears by the Schedule marked A. hereunto annexed, 
whereas the Debt was only reduced at that period to ninety-five thousand seven hundred pounds, 
being fourteen thousand' nine hundred pounds less than ought to liave been discharged within 
that period. 

On the appointment of the present Treasurer of the City in September 1814, instead of a Debt 
which ought not to have amounted to more than eiglity thousand eight hundred pounds, he found 
a Debt uf ninety-five thousand seven hundred pounds; but in a certain degree following the 
steps of his predecessor, lie only paid off in the three years of his Treasurership, from September 
1814 to September 1817, tlie termination of the Accounts on which we report, nine tliousaiid 
pounds. Had the Sinking Fund been properly applied, as by Law directed, the Debt (unaided 
by tlic fourth or contingent source) would have been only sixty-fbur thousand six hundred 
pounds on the 28th of September 1817, whereas on that day it actually amounted to eighty-six 
thousand seven hundred pounds, being twenty-two thousand one hundred pounds logs than ought 
to have been discharged, as appears in tlie Schedule marked A. ; and the amount of our Dis- 
allowances, on tho eight Accoimts, is twenty-tlirce Uiousand two hundred and sixty-oae pounds 
eighteen shillings and nine-pence halfpenny ; and tlie Balance we strike in favour of live Public, 
on the last of these Accounts, is twenty-five thousand six hundred and ten pounds sixteen 
shillings and sixpence. 

Had the Sinking Fund been allowed to operate as it should, the whole oi the Debt would 
have been extinguislied in the year 1826. 

It is estimated, that fifty-six miles of Metal Mains would complete that one object of the Act; 
and it appears to us, that on the aStli of September 1817, eighteen miles four furlongs twenty- 
three perches and one yard only of those Mains were iaid. 

Slnce we passed the Accounts, bnt previous to our signing our Report, certain Returns were 
sent in. These Returns have in no respect altered the opinions we express, but we it 
right, at the request of the Accountants, to annex them in tlie Schedules marked B. C. D. E. F. G. 
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Schedule (A.) as referred to in p. 167.

Gentlemen, 

TN the accounts which we, the Pipe- water Committee, have had the honour of submitting 
to your inspection, by the command of his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, we have 
been informed there are a few items which you conceive the Corporation have not a right 
to charge; and we have been likewise informed that you had the kindness to intimate 
your intention of annexing to your Report whatever explanations the Corporaiion may 
be able to give in support of said disbursements. 

Under these circumstances, we feel it a duty we owe to ourselves and the Corporation to 
trouble you with a few observations on that subject. 

The first item of this nature is a sum of 2,500/. drawn annually from the water rents for 
the use of the Coi‘|)oration. To explain this charge, it will be necessary to give a short 
history of these works. 

Nearly three centuries have elapsed since the Corporation of Dublin, at their own ex- 
pense, and without any public aid, constructed a weir of strong masonry and of great 
extent in the river Dodder, near the inountaiiis beyond Templeogue, with several sluices 
therein, to preserve the adjoining country from inundation. From this weir, they formed 
a watcrcoiuse several miles in length, by which the water of that river was diverted into 
Dublin, for the supply of its inhabitants; at the termination of this course, the city basin 
(the largest of the kind in the United Kingdom, occupying a site of about four Irish 
acres,) was constructed, at considerable expense, In the year 1721. Troin this basin, the 
water was conveyed through the city by means of wooden pipes, and the citizens paid 
such annual sums for the use of the water as they and the (jorporation respectively con- 
tracted for. 

When population increased in the country, manufacturers and others were frequently 
detected trespassing on the watercourse, in consequence of which, an Act was passed in 
the Irish Parliament, in the sixth year of the Reign of King George the First, chap. 16, 
recognizing and confirming the right of the Corporation to said course and works. 

In the year 1741, the Corporation paid the sura of 3,500/. for a weir and mills which 
then stood near Island Bridge, where the Corporation afterwards caused a powerful engine 
to be constructed, for the purpose of supplying a part of the inhabitauls of the north side 
of the city of Dublin t\dth water from the Liftey. 

Previous to the year 1 776, the city of Dublin had so considerably increased iu size and 
population, that a more abundant supply of water for its inhabitants became indispensably 
necessary, which induced the Corporation, in the year 1774 > to enter into an agreement 
with the Grand Canal Company, whereby they bound themselves to jjay to said Com- 
pany one-tenth part of whatever money tliey should receive from the citizens for water. 

This capacious supply required an extension of pipes to distribute it generally ihrougli 
the city, but as there was no law then in existence to compel the citizens to pay water rent, 
and as the execution of those works would require a very large sum of money, the Parlia- 
ment thought fit, in the 15th and 16th years of the reign of His present Majesty, cap. 13. 
sec. 2, to grant certain water rents therein specified. 

In the rolls of the city assemblies, there are numerous particulars recorded, demon- 
strating the various alterations, extensions, and renovations made in those works; which 
likewise show, that they, in common with all such establishments, were carried on with 
such progressive improvements as necessity, experience, and increased skill gave occasion 
for. The frequent recurrence of those circumstances absorbed not only a large portion of 
the annual revenues of tlie Corporation, but obliged them to contract considerable debts, 
for which tliey issued bonds that have never since been paid off, but are, at this day, a lien 
on their landed estates. 

As the accounts of the Water-works were not kept separate from the oilier accounts of 
the Corporation until the year 1776, it would be impossible to show the sum which was 
theretofore expended on those works, but Mr. Coffey (an engineer of acknowledged skill 
and ability in his profession,) has declared upon oath, (which oaili is sent lierewith, N® 1, 
or C.) that he believes the Corporation Water-works, which were in existence in the year 
1776, when the first Act of Parliament passed, requiring the citizens to pay water rent, 
were worth one hundred thousand pounds, and according to the best opinion he is able to 
form on the subject, he thinks that they must have cost the Corporation double that 
amount. , 
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Under these circumstances, the Corporation have always considered the Water-worlcs as 
tlieir absolute estate, and in pursuance of that opinion, they did, during the fourteLMi years 
wliich iiuniediately succeeded the passing of the Act of the 15th aim ibtli of the King, 
namely, from the year 1777 to the year 1790, both inclusive, anmially apply 1,500/. of 
the water rents to the otlier purposes of tlic Corporation. But, about this time, it was 
ascertained tliat the repair mid extension of the Water-works required the wliolo of tlie 
revenues arising from the water rents, and therefore the Corporation caused them to be 
expended on those works, and permitted the Pipe-water Establishment to become indebted 
to the City Treasurer in a very large sum for arrears of the 1,500/., wliicli the Corporation, in 
the year 1777, had resolved to draw annually from the water rents, and these arrears were 
suffered to accumulate, at a time, too, when the expenses of the Corporation exceeded their 
income, and when the embarrassments of the country, and the situation of public affairs 
were such as to compel the Corporation to borrow money on very disadvantageous lenns. 

Shortly after the Enactments of the 49th of the King, commonly called tlie Metal Main 
Aet, an account was stated 1 )' and C' between the Corporation and the Pipe-water 
Establishment, in wliich account, that establishment was charged with the arrciir due of 
the 1,500/. per year, and interest thereon, to the year 1809, and credited for all monies 
received by the Corporation from the Pipe-ivater i'uiul, and with interest thereon to the 
like period ; and on foot of this account, there appeared to be a balance due by the Pipe- 
water Establishment, amounting to 13,16] /. ; it was therefore deemed riglu that the Cor- 
pomllon should draw from the water-renLs, not only the 1,500/. jier annum, but a I'urtlicr 
sum of 1,000/. per year, until the said balance should be liquidated ; and the Corporation 
conceived themselves well warranted in coming to this resoliilion, because they have 
always considered, and do yet consider the Pipe-water rents as a part of their tmeient 
estate, and they conceived it was both just and reasonable that they should apply a portion 
of these rents in part discharge of the interest of the debt of 250,000/. due by the Corpo- 
ration, as a great portion of that sum had been raiseil at dilferent limes on city bonds, for 
the purpose of constructing and improving the Water-works, and even this they did not 
do until the charges upon the city estate became so heavy as to render the exjienditure 
considerably above the income. 

In order that you may be able to appreciate the moderation of the Corporation in 
drawing only 2,500/. per year from the water rents, we beg leave to observe, limt |)re- 
vious to the year 1773, the whole of the City of E'ubiin was siqiplied by the water of the 
river Dodder and the Liffey, the former conveyed by tlie course from Ualriuldery to 
the City Basin near Janies’s-street, and the latter niisccl by the works belonging to the 
Corporation near Island Bridge ; subsequent to that period we agreed with the Grand and 
Royal Canal Companies for additional supplies of water, for which \vc pay them about 
2,200/. per year, as apjjcars upon an average of the last three years in the accounts laid 
before you, and yet for our own water, which was sufficient for the whole city, in and 
pievions to the year 1773, and fur an e.spenditurc in constructing tlic W ater-works /which 
Mr. Coffey has sworn be believes amounted to 200,000 /.) we have only eliargcd 2,500 /. 
per year. 

The second objectionable item we understand to be, tlie interest paid on pipe-water 
debentures, for a sum of 5,000 I more than the debt recognized by the 491I1 of the King. 
This we admit to be an uuautbovized disbursement, and yet we know not how to apply 
a remedy, and therefore beg leave to detail the circumstances connected with it. 

In the year 1787 Mr. John Carleton was elected one of the Aldermen of this City, 
ami in the year 1798, was appointed Chamberlain and Treasurer to the Corporation : the 
duties of this office he discharged for some years with ihc strictest probity, honour and 
integrity; and it is also neces.sary to observe, that he carried on the business of ii merchant 
extensively in this City for near fifty years with unblemished reputation, was generally 
supposed to be very wealthy, and stood extremely high in tlie estimation of all classes of 
his ffillow citizens ; by his character for integrity, his high mercantile reputation, and a 
great suavity of manners, he acquired such an ascendancy in the Corporation that they 
placed an implicit confidence in bun ; this confidence lie latterly grossly abused, and by 
falsely represeutiug the financial affairs of the Corporation, he possessed hiinsclf of pipe- 
water debentures, city bonds, and large sums of money belonging to the Corporation, 
amounting in the whole to a sum exceeding 44,000/. which he converted to his own use, 
and became a bankrupt in the month of October 1814. In this sum is included the 5,000/. 
of pipe-water debentures not provided for by the 4olh of the King, which be put into 
circulation about the year 1807, but never gave tlic Corporation any credit for their value 
m his accouius, nor apprised tiieiu of his having disposed of said debentures, until the 
time of his failure in the year 1814 ; and it is deserving of observation, that while he 
continued Treasurer he could easily keep the Corporation ignorant of the number of 
debentures outstanding, because the interest on all the Corporation securities was paid in 
his own office, either by himself or his clerk. 

By his gross mismanagement the Corporation Debt has become so enormous that they 
are brougnt to the very verge of rum ; anil at this moment a deed is preparing by counsel 
for the purpose ot assigning the whole of their estates to Trustees for tlie benefit of their 
creditors ; this circumstance and the embarrassed state of their finances, have deprived 

them 
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them of the means of paying the interest of this 5,000 1 . out of any other fund than the 
pipe-water rents. 

Before we go into an explanation of our conduct respecting the Sinking Fund, permit 
us to state the circumstances which induced the Corporation to apply to Parliament in the 
year 1809. 

We have already stated that the first aid of a pecuniary nature granted by Parliament 
to the Corporation, was the Act passed in the 15th and 16th years of tlie King, obliging 
the citizens to pay water rent, and authorizing the Corporation to raise money on the 
credit of those rents, to enable them to extend the works. The rents granted by said 
Act were rated in proportion to the prices whicli timber, building materials, tradesmen’s 
wages, paving and iaboiir, respectively brought at tliat time in the City of Dublin ; and 
although it is a fact of great notoriety, that the prices of all these articles progressively 
increased from the time of passing said Act, yet the Corporation did not apply to 
Parliament for any increase of their water rents until the year 1802, when every article 
tised in the Water-works had nearly risen to double the price which they sold for in the 
year 1776. 

The Legislature were so satisfied of the reasonableness and justice of this application 
that in the same year, viz. the 42d of the King, they were pleased to enact a law increasing 
the water rents payable by the houseliolders of Dublin, and the Corporation, anxious to 
afibrcl their fellow citizens a more abundant and regular supply of so necessary an article 
of life as water, employed SirThomas Hyde Page, and Mr. John Rennie, two engineers 
of great eminence, to consult with Mr. Johnson, and Mr. A. Colfey, the present engineer 
of the Corporation, and to examine the Water-works of this city and report their opinion 
as to the best means of improving them ; the result of tins exauiinatiou was an unanimous 
Report from the engineers, stating, “ that a radical improvement in the system was in- 
“ dispensably necessary, and that until some change was made in the plan, the complaints 
“ of ineffectual service miistlast as long as the works.” This unfavourable report, and the 
complaints of the citizens for want of water, daily increasing, induced Mr. Coffey to 
publish a treatise on the subject, wherein he stated, — 

“ That in consequence of the Basin or Reservoir being in the south-west suburbs very 
“ remote from the principal population, tlic mains leading therefrom were of extraordinary 
“ lengths before they arrived at their place of distribution, of course they were 
“ subject to extensive decay and frequent failures;” and to impress a conviction of 
this fact and its consequences, the following representation of one main was given as a 
specimen. 

“ III the line of each main pipe there are several hundred pieces of timber, many of 
“ which have been down a number of years, of course they must be in some degree of 
“ decay, the consequence of which is, that it frequently occurs that the piece wfiich is 
“ weakest and most decayed gives way and bursts, and it too often happens that such 

breaches do not appear above ground, tlie water taking the readiest passage downwards 

through open gravel or sandy soil-s, but more commonly tiirough sewers, with which 
“ the streets of Dublin are exceedingly intersected, and the first indication of the oc- 
“ currence of the breach, is tlie inefiectmil operation of the main in all its lateral and 
“ collateral services, and when a length of time has produced considerable deterioration, 
“ several siieli latent breaches occur at the same time, which causes the discovery to be 
“ tedious and difficult, and during making the* necessary experiments of the breach or 
“ breaches, and the requisite repairs, the main must be totally inoperative, which occasions 
“ not only great distress and loss to the inhabitants, but puls them in the most serious 
“ danger in the event of fire; but the evil does not stop here, for on making those repairs, 
“ the strength or pressure of the water is restored lo the main, so as to endanger the 
“ bursting of the piece in the next similar state of deca}', which must be followed by the 
“ same process and effects ; nor can tliese circumstances be avoided so long as the works 
“ aie constructed as they now are, for although there is an ample number of persons 
“ employed, who sedulously exert themselves, and large sums of money continually 
“ expending, yet when extensive decay takes place there must be frequent distressing 
“ and dangerous interruption in the supply of water. 



“ When the foregoing representation of one main is extended to the whole, (and jt is 
“ indubitably applicable to them all), it must cause a very unfavourable impression of the 
“ entire system ; it is however of importance to have it faithfully exhibited, to show the 
“ necessity of adopting such improvements as will secure an ample and regular supply of 
“ water for private and manufacturing purposes, as also an immediate and abundant 
“ quantity in the event of accidental fire, thereby lo preserve the inhabitants from the 
“ iiiconvenience, the loss, and the danger to which frequent privations of water must 
“ always subject them. 

“ From the foregoing retrospective view, it is evident that laying additional works, sub- 
« ject to similar circumstances, cannot be considered a change in the plan, or an im- 
“ provement in the system ; on the contrary, it would tend not only to perpetuate,^ but 
“ to increase the evil by e.xtendiug the foundation for decay, failures and complaints. 
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The reasoning in the treatise from which the foregoing extracts have been taken, con- 
vinced the Committee who had the management of the Water-works, that although it 
would be attended with considerable expense to make two new basins, one on the north- 
east, and the other on the south-east sides of the City, and to substitute cast-iron in place 
of the wooden pipes then in use ; yet they were of opinion, that the adoption of these 
improvements, was the only means of securing to the citizens of Dublin an abundant and 
regular supply of water, and therefore the Corporation determined on submitting a plan 
to°the consideration of Parliament, which plan was accompimied by an estimate of the 
probable expense of completing those works, presuming the prices of cast-iron pipes, 
paving, and all the different materials used in such an underlaking, to continue at the rates 
for which they then sold in the city of Dublin ; this estimate amounted to the sum of 
333,000/., tlie particulars of which are detailed in the affidavit and schedule hereunto 
aunexed, marked 3 or D. 

To enable the Corporation to effect so great an impvovemeat, and to pay the interest 
of a debt, which the Water-works then owed to the public, amounting to the sum of 
67,800/. ; the Corporation solicited Parliament to impose a tax on the citizens of Dublin, 
amountingto about 10,500/. per year, and to grant the Corporation pemiission to borrow 
from time to time siicli sums of money as should be found necessary, for the purpose of 
carrying on said works. 

Conformable to this amingemeut, a liill was submited to Parliament, which was twice 
read in the House of Commons, was printed and referred to a Committee, who were 
pleased to limit the sum to be borrowed to 33,300/., and to require the cstablisiiment of a 
sinking fund for paying off the debt, which was to commence the very year after the Act 
passed, and to continue while the works toerc in progress', unci with these alterations the Bill 
received the sanction of Parliament, and was passed into a law in the 49th year of the 
King. 

We presume that the agent of the Corporation who was employed to attend Parliament 
on that occasion, and to solicit the Bill, either did not take tlie trouble to calculate what 
these grants would produce, or neglected to explain the subject sufficieiuly to the Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons ; for if he had done so, we are convinced that Parlia- 
ment would not have required so heavy a sinking fund to be kept up, and we conceive 
ourselves fortilied in this opinion, because we think we have demonstrated by schedule 
IN* 3 or E., that the interest of the debt and the sinking fund required, would absorb 
nearly the whole of the tax granted by the 49th of the King, and this we cannot suppose 
to have been the intention of Parliament, as the preamble of the Act states : “ Whereas 
“ it is become expedient to secure a more ample and permanent siqiply of water to the 
“ inhabitants of the city of Dublin, and to prevent the frequent breaking up of the pave- 

ment of the streets of the said city, for the purpose of repairing the Pipe Water-works 
“ thereof, that divers considerable expensive and permanent alterations and improvements 
“ should be made in the said works, by making additional reservoirs tliereii), and by sub- 
“ stituting cast-iron or metal main and service pipes instead of timber pipes now in use. 

“ And wliereas the rates now payable for the sale of water in the said city, are wholl}’ 
“ insufficient todefray the expense of such new and necessary works.” 

W'e respectfully submit, that the wording of that part of the Act which we have just 
quoted, evidently shows that it was the intention of the legislature, that the inhabitants of 
Dublin should be better supplied with water than they had been theretofore ; and for that 
purpose, that the Corporation should renovate their Water-works by making new basins 
and laying down cast-iron pipes, a work wliicii could not have been done (as appears by 
Mr. Coffey’s affidavit, and the estimate laid before Parliament) at a less expense than 
133,000/., while the whole of the money which the Corporation were entitled to raise 
under the Act, amounted to no more than the sum of 32, 200/. 

To persons unacquainted with the subject, it may be supposed that there might be a 
surplus of the rents granted by the 43d of the King, but the accounts of the Pipe-water 
Egtablishment, cleaily prove the contrary to be the fact, and show that from causes over 
which we could exercise no controul, these rents had become quite insufficient to defray 
the expense of upholding the oviginafworks. 

In the year 1803, we paid for fir timber from 3/. 7*-. ^d. to 4/. 6s. per ton; for 
paving, we paid the Commissioners of that establishment 6 ^d. per yard, carpenters one 

guinea per week; while in the year 1809, we bad to pay for fir timber hotn 12/. 19s. 4c/. 
to 13/. 4s. 4 d. per ton, for paving 3 s. per yard, and carpenters 1/. 6 s. per week ; and we 
beg leave to observe, that a great proportion of the expenditure on the old works, is for 
timber, paving and labour; and therefore wc think every person must see, by contrasting 
the prices of these articles in the 43d and 49th years of the King, that the funds which 
were barely sufficient to meet the expenditure of the former year, must have been very 
insuffieieut for the latter; thus circumstanced, we had no alternative but that of permii- 
ing the pipes to fall into decay (which would frequently leave large portions of the city 
without water), an event the most alarming and dangerous to the inhabitants in case of 
accidental fire, or to diminish the extent of the timber-works by laying downcast-iron 
pipes, and we conceived it to be our duty to choose the latter. 

Bj 
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By the accounts which we have had the honour of submitting to your inspection, you 
may perceive that we have expended upwards of I i,ooo 1. on tlie two new Basinsj and if 
we had confined our expenditure on the other new works to the residue of the 32,300 f., 
the primary object of the legislature would have been defeated, for notwithstaiuTing that 
we should have had the two new Basins completed, and an abundant supply of water, 
yet for want of pipes we would have been unable to have distributed it through die city, 
and consequently be deprived of the power of furnishing our fellow citizens with a prime 
necessary of life, and that too at a time when they were called upon to paydouble their 
former water-rents. 

Beside the foregoing, there were other weighty considerations to induce uh to lay down 
the iron pipes withall possible speed. By the 47th of the King, cap. 109, and sec. 71, 
the Commissioners for Paving are required, whenever they iiueod to new-pave any street, 
to give notice of such intention to the Pipe-water Committee, who are obliged, withiu 
twenty-one days from the time of receiving such notice, either to put down new pipes, or 
effectively to repair the old, and if they sliall neglect or omit so to do, and that they shall 
within three years from the time of receiving siicli notice, break up the pavement to repair 
the pipes, they shall for every square yard so broken np, pay to the said Commissioners 
the sum of ten shillings. In pursuance of these powers, tfie Commissioners served us 
with various notices, in the years 1809 and 1810, stating that they were going to new- 
pave upwards of thirty streets, situate in different parts of the city, many of tTiem very 
remote from each other, calling upon us to lay down new pipes, and informing us of their 
intention to enforce the penalty, should we ueglect so to do. 

Under these circumstances, we felt ourselves bound to forward the laying down of tlie 
metal pipes with as much celerity as the means intrusted to our management would permit, 
and we have great satisfaction in stating that the major part of all the large and principal 
mains leading from both the new basins have been completed, and that the water is now 
distributed through more than one-third part of the city, by cast-iron pipes, measuring 
25^ English miles in length ; and we feel some pride, and a great degree of pleasure, in 
aflirming, that at no preceding period of time have the citizens of Dublin received such 
ail abundant or regular supply of water as they now enjoy. To effect this most desirtdile 
object, we have expended on the new works alone, the sum of 74,163/., the particulars of 
which are set forth in the accounts which we have had the honour to lay before you. 
This expenditure, and tlie failure of our former Treasurer, obliged us to run in arrear with 
the Sinking Fund ; to remedy which, we have, ever since the bankruptcy of Mr. Carleton, • 
which happened in the year 1814, limited our expenditure on the works to such a sum as 
has been barely sufficient to keep them in good rcjwiir, and we have applied the residue 
of both the metal main tax and the water rents towards paying up the balance due to tfie 
Sinking Fund. 

We, however, think it but candid to admit that we did not contemplate keeping up a 
larger Sinking Fund than that set forth in Schedule N” 4 or F., amounting to the sum of 
2,000/. per year, together with the interest of the redeemed debt, and even this would 
leave but about 2,000/. per year, to expend on the new works, which we are inclined to 
believe is a less sum than parliament intended to grant for tliat purpose, when they en- 
acted the 49th of die King. Weeannot conclude widiout observing, that His Majestj'’i! 
revenue has been greatly indebted to the vigorous manner in which the new wotksJiaVe 
been carried on, at a period when public revenue was of most material consequence to 
the existence of the State, as it was onlv by the very great exertions made, and the heavy 
expenditure thereby necessarily incurred, that the distillers, maltsters, and brewers, had 
been able to carry on their works, the old water-works having proved quite insufficient 
for their extensive consumption.

stituting cast-iron pipes for those of timber; a copy of which is hereunto subjoined : — 
Saith, the estimate was so made by him on the price of cast-iron, being then at the rate 
of eleven pounds ten shillings Britisli per ton, it being the price which the proprietors of 
an extensive foundry in Yorkshire, had engaged to furnish ihe several denominations of 
pipes requisite for the aforesaid proposed works : but that concern having failed in trade, 
a very considerable rise shortly after took place in the article, thereby making a material 
difference in tlie sura which this deponent made his calculation upon as aforesaid.
